No coal burning heiiter shall be p laced in a firep lace 
which does not conform to the foregoing requirements and 
have an incombustible mantel. 
7. 
No wooden mantel or other w oodw ork 
shall be 
p lcued within 8 inches of the side or within 1 2 inches of the 
top of any op en firep lace. 
No combustible summer p iece or 
fire board shall be used. 
8. 
Any and all p er.'sons who shall violate any of the 
p rovisions of this ordinance or fail to comp ly therewith, or 
who shall violate or fail to comp ly with any order or regula­ 
tion m ade thereunder, or w'ho shall build in violation cf any 
detailed statement of sp ecificaticins or p lans submitted and 
ap p roved thereunder, or any certificate or p ermit issued 
thereunder, shall severally for each and every such violation 
and non-comp liance resp ectively, fc^rfeit and p ay a p enalty 
in the sum of twenty-hve dollars ( $2 5 ) for the use of said 
borough, to be recovered as debts of like character are now 
recoverable by law. 
T he imp osition of one p enalty for any 
violation of this ordinance shall not excuse the violation, or 
p ermit it to continue; and all such p ersons shall be required 
to correct or remeciy such vioiaiions or uciccls 
wilmu 
reasonable time; and when not otherwise sp ecified, each ten 
days that p rohibited conditions are maintained shall consti­ 
tute a sep arate oftense. 
9. .All ordinances or p arts of ordinances in conflict with 
this Ordinance are hereby rep ealed. 
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
